


This collection of notifications regarding the death of eminent 
persons, and of orders for official mourning, has been made at the 
suggestion of the Private Secretary to His Excellency^ the late 
Viceroy. 

The practice of publishing an official notification on the occur¬ 
rence of the death of a distinguished public officer did not obtai 
before the commencement of the present century. I have fail 
to trace any notice in the Government Gazette of the death, 
1784 and 1786, respectively, of Mr. Edward AVheler and of 
Henry Vansittart, Members of Council, and in 1794 of Sir Wi 
Tones, one of the Judges of the Supreme Court at Calcutta,, a

AIajor-General Horton Brisco. 25tli December 1802. 

Garrison Orders by His Excellency the Most Nolle the Governor 
General , the 25th December 1802. 

The Governor General directs that the remains of the deceased 
Major-General Horton Brisco, late a Major-General on the staff of 
this Presidency, be interred to-morrow morning at sun-rise with 
every military honor due to the rank of that officer, who, during a 
long course of faithful and assiduous service in India, maintained for 
upwards of forty years the honorable character of unremitted zeal, 
integrity, and diligence. 

A funeral party, consisting of His Majesty’s 78th Regiment and 
the detachment of His Majesty’s 10th and 22nd Regiments, to parade 
to-morrow morning at sun-rise, to attend the interment of the lato 
Major-General Brisco ; a detachment from His Excellency the Most 
Noble the Governor General’s Body Guard will parade with the 
funeral party, which is to he commanded by Major-General Cameron.

This afflicting and greatly-to-be-deplored event took place on 
Saturday, the 5th instant, at Ghazeeporo, in the Province of Benares, 
where His Lordship had arrived in his progress to join, and to assume 
the personal command of, the army in the field, as well as for the 
purpose of accomplishing other important objects connected with the 
interests of the State. 

During a long and active life, distinguished by eminently honor¬ 
able arid arduous exertion in the service of his country, this illustrious 
and revered nobleman manifested all the energies, combined with all 
the virtues, which can dignify exalted public station and adorn the 
sphere of private life. 

As a patriot, a statesman, a warrior, and a man, the character 
of Marquis Cornwallis shines with distinguished lustre. 

The records of the British Empire in Europe and in Asia bear 
ample testimony to the splendid and important services rendered by 
him, in different quarters of the globe, to his sovereign and his 
country. 

To the East India Company the memory of Marquis Cornwallis 
is peculiarly endeared. To the service of his country in India were 
devoted some of the most vigorous years of his valuable life, and 
there, at an advanced period of it, has it pleased Divine Providence 
to terminate his earthly career of honor and of glory. 

British India will ever bo proud to associate with its happiness, 
its prosperity, and renown, the grateful remembrance of its venerated 
benefactor, Marquis Cornwallis: and the Native powers of India will 
sincerely regret a man who so deservedly possessed their unbounded 
confidence and highest esteem.

sudden and awful dispensation deprived Christianity of one of its 
most enlightened, most ardent, and most amiable ministers.

announces the decease of the Hon’ble Sir Thomas Munro, Baronet, 
Knight Commander of the Most Honorable Order of the Bath, Gover¬ 
nor of the Presidency of Port St, George. This event occurred at 
Putteecondah, near Gooty, on the evening of Friday, the 6th instant. 

The eminent person whose life has been thus suddenly snatched 
away was on the eve of returning to his native country, honored with 
signal marks of esteem and approbation from his Sovereign, from the 
East India Company which he had served for more than forty-seven 
years, from every authority with which he had occasion to cooperate, 
from the public at large, and from private friends. From the earliest 
period of his service he was remarkable among other men. His sound 
and vigorous understanding, his transcendent talents, his indefatigable 
application, his varied stores of knowledge, his attainments as an 
Oriental scholar, his intimate acquaintance with the habits and feel¬ 
ings of the Native soldiers and inhabitants generally, his patience, 
temper, facility of access, and kindness of manner, would have ensured 
him distinction in any line of employment. These qualities were 
admirably adapted to the duties which he had to perform in organiz¬ 
ing the resources, and establishing the tranquility, of those Provinces, 
where his latest breath had been drawn, and where lie had long been 
known by the appellation of Father of the people. In the higher 
stations, civil and military, which he afterwards filled, the energies of 
his character never failed to rise superior to the exigencies of public 
duty. He had been for seven years at the head of the Government 
under which he first served as a cadet, and afterwards became the 
ablest of its revenue officers, and acquired the highest distinction as 





a military commander. He had raised its character and fame to a 
higher pitch than it ever enjoyed before. His own ambition was 
more than fulfilled, and he appeared to be about to reap in honorable 
retirement the well-earned rewards of his services and his virtues, 
when these have received the last stamp of value from the hand of 
death. 

Though sensible how feeble and imperfect must be any hasty 
tribute to Sir Thomas Munro’s merits, yet the Government cannot 
allow the event, which they deplore, to be announced to the public 
without some expression, of their sentiments.

Guards, 22nd September 1852, of which a copy is enclosed, 
expressive of the sentiments of Her Most Gracious Majesty 
the . Queen on the receipt of the intelligence of the death of 
Field Marshal the Duke of Wellington. 

“ 2. In the sentiments of deep grief expressed by the Queen at 
the irreparable loss thus sustained by Her Majesty and the 
country, the Government of India and the forces of the East 
, India Company will most fully participate.” 


General Orders.' 

Horse Guards , the 22nd September 1852. 

No. 610 of 1852.—The Adjutant General has received Her 
Majesty’s Most Gracious commands to issue the following General 
Order to the Army: 

1. The Queen feels assured that the army will participate in the 
deep grief with which Her Majesty has received the intelligence of the 
irreparable loss sustained by herself and by the country in the sudden 
death of Field Marshal the Duke of Wellington. 

In him. Her Majesty has to deplore a firm supporter of Her 
Throne, a faithful, wise, and devoted councillor, and a valued and 
honored friend. 

In him the army will lament the loss of a Commander-in-Chief 
unequalled for the brilliancy, the magnitude, and the success of his 
military achievements, but hardly less_ distinguished for the indefatig¬ 
able and earnest zeal with which in time of peace he labored to 



maintain the efficiency and promote the interests of that army which 
he had often led to victory. 

The discipline which he exacted from others, as the main founda¬ 
tion of the military character, he sternly imposed upon himself; and 
the Queen desires to impress upon the army that the greatest com¬ 
mander whom England ever saw has left an example for the imita¬ 
tion of every soldier, in taking, as his guiding principle in every 
relation of life, an energetic and unhesitating obedience to the call 


inserted in the Order Books, and read at the head of every regiment 
in Her Majesty’s service. 

2. The Queen does not require that the officers of the army 
should wear any other mourning with their uniforms on the present 
melancholy occasion than black crape over the ornamental part of 
the cap or hat, the sword-knot, and on the left arm, with the following 
exceptions, viz. : 

Officers on duty are to wear black gloves, black crape over the 
ornamental part of the cap or hat, the sword-knot, and on 
the left arm, the sash covered witlx black crape and a black 
crape scarf over the right shoulder. 

The drums of regiments are to he covered with black, and black 
crape is to he hung from the pike of the color-staff of infantry 
and from the standard staff and trumpets of cavalry, 

3. The Queen has been most graciously pleased, under the 
present afflicting circumstances, to direct that Lieutenant-General 
Viscount Hardinge, g. c. b., shall be placed on the staff of Her 
Majesty’s army, and that, all matters respecting Her Majesty’s 
Military Service, whisk have heretofore been transacted by His Grace 
the late Commander-in-Chief, shall henceforth be performed by 
Lieutenant-General Viscount Hardinge, g. c. b.

We have received with the deepest grief the intelligence of the 
death of Mr. Thomason, Lieutenant-Governor of the North-Western 
Provinces, whom we had only a fortnight before that event appointed 
Governor of the Presidency of Port St. George. 

2. Mr. Thomason had obtained distinction in the several stages 
of his official progress ; and, as Lieutenant-Governor of the North- 
Western Provinces during a period of nine years, be exhibited all the 
qualities of an accomplished and successful administrator. He omitted 
no research, and spared no pains, to make himself master of every 
subject that came before him, however minute, or however comprehen¬ 
sive. His decisions, founded on result so-obtained, were clearly, con¬ 
cisely, and impressively delivered. We seldom dissented from his 
judgment, and never hut. with hesitation and reluctance. He incul¬ 
cated and maintained discipline in the public service by the discern¬ 
ment with which he observed and rewarded merit, by a rare union of 



conciliation, and firmness, by uniform kindness and courtesy to those 
below him, and by his own marked example of deference to superior 
authority. In his administration of the territorial revenue, an 
efficient watchfulness over the just interests of the State was always 
tempered by a benevolent care for the well-being of the agricultural 
community. We are persuaded that all classes who lived under his 
government, from the highest public servant to the cultivator of the 
soil, must participate in. the sorrow which we feel for his loss.

The Eight Hon’ble the Governor General in Council, having 
appointed a successor to the late Sir Henry Lawrence, k. c. b,, 'in the 
post of Chief Commissioner of Oudh, desires to take the opportunity 
of testifying publicly in this form, as he has already testified in address¬ 
ing the Hon’hle Court of Directors, the deep sorrow with, which he 
laments the loss of that eminent man. 

In the course of a service extending over thirty-five years in 
Burmah, in Afghanistan, in Nepal, in the Punjab, and in Eajpootana, 
Sir Henry Lawrence was distinguished for high ability, devoted zeal, 
and generous and self-denying* exertions for the welfare of those around 
him. As a soldier, an administrator, and a statesman, he has earned 
a reputation amongst the foremost. 

Impressed with a sense of his great qualifications, the Governor 
General in Council selected him to be Chief Commissioner in Oudh. 
In that position, from the first appearance of disaffection amongst the 
troops quartered in the Province, his conduct was marked by foresight, 
calm judgment, and courage; and if anything could have averted the 
calamitous outbreak which has been followed by the temporary sub¬ 
version of British authority in Oudh, the measures which were taken 
by Sir Henry Lawrence, and the confidence which all men, high and 
low, European and Native, felt in his energy, his wisdom, and his 
spirit of justice and kindliness, would have accomplished that end. 
As long as there was any hope of restraining the wavering soldiery by 
appeals to their sense of duty and honor, he left no becoming means 
untried to conciliate them. When violent and open mutiny called 
for stern retribution, he did not shrink from the (to him) uncongenial 
task of inflicting severe punishment. When general disorder and 
armed rebellion tlireatened, he was undaunted, and the precautionary 
preparations which, from the beginning, he had had in view, were 
carried out rapidly and effectually. 

He has been prematurely removed from the scene, but it is due 
mainly to his exertions, judgment, and skill, that the garrison of 
Lucknow lias been able to defy the assaults of its assailants, and still 
maintains its ground. 

The loss of such a man in the present circumstances of India is, 
indeed, a heavy public calamity. The Governor General in Council 
deplores it deeply, and desires to place on record his appreciation of 
the eminent services, his admiration of the high character, and his 
affectionate respecl; for the memory of Sir Henry Lawrence.

3. We enclose a copy of the notification by which we yesterday 
communicated the mournful, intelligence to the public. The funeral took 
place at the timo mentioned in the notification, and the great respect 
in which our lamented colleague was held was evinced by a very 
large attendance of the general community, in addition to that of the 
public officers, civil and military. 

A We are unable adequately to express our sense of the great 
loss which the public interests have sustained in Mr. Wilson’s death. 
We do not doubt, however, that this will be as fully appreciated by 
Her Majesty’s Government as it is by ourselves, and as we have every 
reason to believe that it will be by the community generally through¬ 
out India. 

5. But we should not satisfy our feelings in communicating this 
sad occurrence to Her Majesty’s Government if we did not state our 
belief that the fatal disease which has removed Mr. Wilson from 
among us was, in a great degree, the consequence of his laborious 
application to the duties of his high position, and of his conscientious 
determination not to cease from the prosecution of the important

measures of which he had charge until their success was ensured. 
Actuated by a self-denying devotion to the objects for which he came 
out to this country, Mr. Wilson continued to labor indefatigably long 
after the general state of his health had become such as to cause 
anxiety to the physician who attended him', and it was within a few 
days only after the Income Tax Act had become law, and when at the 
earnest request of his medical adviser lie was preparing to remove 
from Calcutta for the remainder of the rainy season, that he was seized 
with the illness which has carried him off.

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NOTE.— In consequence of the death of Lord Elgin, the office of Governor 
General devolved temporarily, under Section 50 of 21 and 25 Victoria, 
Cap. 67 (The Indian Councils Act), on Sir William Denison, Governor of 
Madras, who was the senior Governor in India. But as Sir William 
Denison intimated his intention of assuming the Governor Generalship 
on his arrival in Calcutta, Major-General Sir .Robert Napier, K. c. b., the 
senior Ordinary Member of Council, became “ Acting Governor General" 
pending Sir William Denison’s arrival. The Government of Bombay 
doubted the legality of Sir Robert Napier’s assumption of the office, 
but it was pointed out to that Government that it had overlooked 
Section 51 of the Indian Councils Act, and Section 62 of 8 and 4 William 
IV., Cap. 85, therein referred to. 

The Secretary of State affirmed the correctness of the proceedings of the 
Government of India. The papers on the subject are printed below.

5. There can be no argument, ex necessitate , for the arrangement 
notified, since the President in Council is competent to do all acts 
necessary for the ordinary conduct of the business of the Government 
of India as long- as the Governor General is absent from his Council, 
and It can, therefore, matter little whether the Governor General for 
the time being is at Lahore or Madras. 

6. But in cases such as have just occurred, or _ such as might 
have occurred when Lord Ellenborougb. was at Gwalior, when Lord 
Hardinge was on the Sutlej, or Lord Canning at Allahabad, serious 
results might follow the course indicated by the present precedent, 
that precedent being, it seems to me, to the effect that the officer 
whose succession to the vacant office of Governor General is provided 
by Act of Parliament does not succeed to the office till he has 
repaired to Calcutta, and there been sworn in, and that, meanwhile, 
the office is held by one not appointed to the office by the Crown, nor 
by Act of Parliament, nor assuming the functions ad interim ex 
necessitate. 

7. I conclude that any argument which could be adduced in 
favor of the course followed in the present instance must equally 
apply to the case of an officer holding a latent appointment as Pro¬ 
visional Governor General, at least I can see no reason which could 
be urged in the case of an officer appointed by Act of Parliament 
which would not equally apply in the case of an officer specifically 
nominated by the Crown. But, of course, the possible evils of the 
delay in his assumption of office would in that case be greater. 

8. Even if the course pursued be that intended by Parliament 
and by Her Majesty’s Government, I think the question should be 
clearly and authoritatively set at rest, and provision made for authori¬ 
tative notification of the succession in cases like the present. 

9. A mere “ notification” by a Secretary of the Government 
of India, or Chief Secretary of a Presidency, that such an important 
office “ is held” by an officer not appointed by the Crown nor by Act 
of Parliament, when there is in India an officer who is designated to 
succeed by Act of Parliament, seems a very informal and insufficient 
mode of settling a point which, under different circumstances, might 
be one of the greatest moment to the most important interests of the 
empire.

It is somewhat difficult to answer the minute of His Excellency 
the Governor of Bombay, dated 7th December 1863, because an 
answer far more distinct and direct than any I can give appears to me 
to be supplied by the very text of the Indian Councils Act. 

Sir Robert Napier assumed the office of Governor General not 
under Section 50, but under the last clause of Section 51 of the 
Act. 

His Excellency Sir William Denison having announced to us 
that he did not intend to take up the office of Governor General 
until his arrival in Calcutta, it seems to me that a case had arisen 
which was contemplated with the utmost exactness by Section 51. 
That section provides that Section 62 of 3rd and 4th William IV., 
Cap. 85, shall apply under the very circumstances which actually 
occurred, and the section referred to enacts that the Senior Member 
of Council shall hold and execute the office of Governor General, 
and in its last clause expressly calls him “ Acting Governor General.” 

I imagine that Section 51 of the Indian Councils Act has been 
wholly overlooked by Sir Bartle Erere and his kon’ble colleagues. 

As regards the last paragraph of His Excellency’s minute, I have 
only to suggest that the point was too clear for detailed or formal 
explanation to be necessary. 

It is much to be regretted that the Governor in Council of 
Bombay did not submit a purely legal question to his legal advisers.

H is Excellency Sir Bartle Frere has taken a legal objection to 
the course followed by me individually, and by the Members of the 
Governor General’s Council collectively, with reference to the notifi¬ 
cation in the Gazette of 21st November, that the office of Governor 
General was to be held by the Hon’ble Sir Robert Napier pending my 
assumption of it. 

The circumstances connected with the notification, of my intended 
course of action were briefly as follows: 

Lord Elgin, when he was warned by his medical attendants of his 
dangerous state, directed his Private Secretary to notify the same to 
me. A day or two after the receipt of the telegram communicating 
the information, I received another from Colonel Durand, the Secret 
tary for Foreign Affairs with the Governor General, who, after de¬ 
tailing the state of the business in his office, asked whether it was my 
intention to avail myself of the power vested in me by the 51st Clause 
of the Indian Councils Act. My answer by telegram was as 
follows: 

“ It is my intention, in case of the death of Lord Elgin, to 
proceed with as little delay as possible to Calcutta, and there 
to assume the government. As, however, the work in the 
Foreign Office will not admit of delay, the Secretary would 
act wisely in submitting the most pressing matters to the 
President in Council, who will act as Governor General till 
I am able to assume the government. Were I to assume 
the government uhder Section 51 of the Indian Councils 
Act, unnecessary delay would be caused.” 

A copy of this telegram was sent at the same time to Sir R. 
Napier. The course taken by me was, I believe, in strict accordance 
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both with the letter and spirit of the Indian Councils Act. I did not 
think.# necessary, as stated in Section 51, to exercise the powers of 
Governor General before taking my seat in Council. On the contrary, 
I thought it, under the circumstances, very inexpedient to do so; and 
it appears to me that Sir Bartle Erere, in impugning the legality 
of the course taken, has altogether misinterpreted the clauses of the 
Indian Councils Act which bear upon the question ; in fact, he has 
looked only to Clause 50, and has altogether forgotten Clause 51.

2. The Governor General in Council wholly dissents from the 
opinion expressed by His Excellency Sir Bartle Erere, and concurred 
in by his hon’ble colleagues, with regard to the assumption of Gover¬ 
nor Generalship by Sir Robert Napier. That opinion appears to have 
been formed on an exclusive consideration of Section 50 of the Indian 
Councils Act, and without any reference to Section 51. A perusal of 
Section 51 and of Section 62 of 3rd and 4th William IV., Cap. 85, 
therein referred to will probably convince His Excellency of his 
error. 

3. His Excellency Sir William Denison having intimated to the 
Council of the late Viceroy that it was not his intention to assume the 
office of Governor General until his arrival in Calcutta, a case had 
arisen for which the last clause of Section 51 was obviously intended 
to provide. It was under that clause, and not in any way under 
Section 50, that Sir Robert Napier temporarily held the Governor 
Generalship. 

4. With reference to the last paragraph of Sir Bartle Erere’s 
minute, I am desired to state that the point appears to be too clear 
for any formal explanation to be necessary.

3. Sir Robert Napier, therefore, assumed the office of Governor 
General under the last clause of Section 51 of the Indian Councils 
Act. 

4. His Excellency Sir William Denison having intimated his 
intention not to take up the office of Governor General until his 
arrival in Calcutta, it seemed to us that a case had arisen which was 
contemplated with the utmost exactness by Section 51. That section 
provides that Section 62 of 3 and 4 William IV., Cap. 85, shall apply 
under the very circumstances which actually occurred, and the section 
referred to enacts that the senior Member of Council shall hold and 
execute the office of Governor General, and in its last clause 
expressly calls him “ Acting Governor General, 55 

5. Under these circumstances, we imagine that Section 51 of 
the Indian Councils Act has been wholly overlooked by Sir Bartle 
Frere and his hon’ble colleagues.

His Excellency the Right Ilon’ble the Viceroy and Governor 
General of India in Council announces with sorrow the death, on the 
27th of March, of His Highness Kristna Raj Wudayer Bahadoor, 
Knight Grand Commander of the Most Exalted Order of the Star of 
India, Maharajah of Mysore, a Prince who from his earliest years had 
lived in friendship and connexion with the British Government in 
India. In accordance with the sanction of Her Majesty’s Govern¬ 
ment, His Highness Chamrajaindra Wudayer Bahadoor, the adopted son 
of the late Maharajah, has been recognised and proclaimed as Maharajah 
of Mysore, in virtue of the proclamatian hereto appended. The 
Maharajah being now a minor, the government and administration of 
the Territories of Mysore will, during His Highness’s minority, he 
conducted under the direction of the Commissioner in the same 
manner as heretofore. And all matters relating to the Maharajah’s 
household and to the due protection in comfort and dignity of Ilia 
family will be regulated by the same authority. The conditions under 
which the Government of Mysore will be entrusted to the Maharajah 
will remain for consideration at the time when His Highness shall 
arrive at the proper age. 

PROCLAMATION. 

His Excellency the Right Hon’ble the Viceroy and Governor 
General in Council announces to the chiefs and people of Mysore the 
death of His Highness the Maharajah Kristna Raj Wudayer Bahadoor, 
Knight Grand Commander of the Most Exalted Order of the Star of 
India. This event is regarded with sorrow by the Government; of 
India, with which the late Maharajah had preserved relations of 
friendship for more than half a century. 

His Highness Chamrajaindra Wudayer Bahadoor, at present a 
minor, the adopted son of the late Maharajah, is acknowledged by 
the Government of India as his successor, and as Maharajah of the 
Mysore Territories. During the minority of His Highness the said 
Territories will he administered in His Highness’s name by the British 
Government, and will be governed on the same principles and under 
the same regulations as heretofore.

His Excellency the Viceroy and Governor General in Council has 
received the intelligence of the death of Her Highness the Secunder 
Begum of Bhopal, G. c. s. I., with feelings of profound regret. 

2. Her Highness had conducted the administration of this 
Principality since the year 1847, when she was first appointed regent, 
with ability and success until the day of her decease. In the early 
years of her rule she improved the system by which the revenue of 
the State is collected, abolished monopolies, regulated the mint, re¬ 
organised the police, and gradually increased the public revenue, 
while she effectually diminished the public debt. In later times, 
by her support of the cause of male and female education, by her 
superintendence of works intended to supply her capital with pure 
and wholesome water, by the construction of serais and roads, and by 
other improvements, she gave convincing indications of real and 
abiding interest in the progress of her people and in the prosperity of 
her country. 

3. Her relations with the representative of the British Govern¬ 
ment at the capital had been for a long time established on a sound 
and satisfactory basis, and she was on terms of friendship with the 
rulers of neighbouring States. 

4. But it was by her firm conduct during the great mutiny that 
she established a more direct title to the acknowledgments of the 
head of the Administration. 

5. Her unswerving fidelity, her skill in the management of 
affairs at an important crisis, the hold front which she presented to 
the enemies of the British power, and the vigilance with which 
she watched over the preservation of Englishmen, were acknowledged 
hy Lord Canning in open durbar in terms of well-deserved praise 
and commendation; and the gratitude of the British Government 
was further evinced by a grant of territory, which its owner had 
justly forfeited for open rebellion, hy recognition of the right of 
succession according to the custom of the Principality and the 
Mahomedau law, and hy the bestowal of one of those titles which 
the Sovereign of Great Britain, as the fountain of honor, has instituted 
to reward good services performed in India either by the natives of 
the country, or by the British servants of the Crown. 

6. His Excellency in Council, while thus testifying to the Chiefs, 
to the services, and to the people of India, the regret with which he 
has learnt the death of Her Highness, takes this opportunity of 
appealing to the example left hy the late Begum as a proof that 
women, in Oriental nations, are fully capable of conducting public 
affairs with discretion and with dignity, and of thereby not diminishing 
but increasing the respect and honor in which they are held by their 
subjects.' The Viceroy further expresses bis earnest hope that the 
administration of Bhopal may he carried on by her successor, the 
Begum Shah Jehan, on the same sound principles as hitherto, and that 
the Chiefs and Eulers of other Native States will endeavour to imitate 
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the example which the deceased has set before them, of hearty 
cooperation with the British authorities, of zeal and fidelity to the 
interests of the paramount power, and of that conscientious and 
earnest discharge of administrative functions which never fails ulti¬ 
mately to conduce both to the welfare of the community and to the 
honor and stability of the Prince.

His Excellency in Council feels assured that the sad intelligence 
of Sir Henry Durand’s untimely end will be received in every part 
of the empire with feelings of the keenest regret, not only among his 
brethren of the services and his many friends, but by thousands of liis 
native fellow subjects, whose interests and whose welfare it was the 
main object of his life to promote. 

As a mark of respect for the memory of Sir Henry Durand, His 
Excellency in Council directs that seventeen minute guns be fired 
from the ramparts of Eort William at noon to-day, and that the Port 
flag be lowered to half mast high. The same course of procedure is 
also to be observed at the seats of Governments in India on receipt of 
this notification.

The following correspondence on the subject of Captain Basevi’s 
death was published in the Supplement to the Gazette of India of 
the 9th September 1871:

It is with the deepest regret that I have to report the death of 
Captain J. P. Basevi, E. e., Deputy Superintendent, 1st Grade, Great 
Trigonometrical Survey, on the 17th July 1871, whilst carrying on 
the pendulum observations in connection with the other geode- 
tical operations of this Department. 

In order to carry out the programme proposed by Colonel Walker 
in communication with, and under the auspices of, the Iloyal Society, 
Captain .Basevi had to take observations at two or more stations on 
the very elevated table-land of Tibet and Ladak. With this object 
he marched from the Punjab to Kashmir, and thence to Ladak, where 
he completed the necessary observations at one station 15,500 feet 
above the sea. He then marched to the extreme confines of Ladak, 
and crossed into the margin of Great Tibet, and had actually reached 
a fitting place for taking the last observations required, when he was 
unfortunately seized with the fatal illness from which he died at the 
early age of 39. 

This lamentable occurrence took place two marches to the east 
of Kiyam, in the Chang Chenmo Valley, at an elevation of about 
17,000' feet above the sea. Captain Basevi was then some forty 
marches from Murree, the nearest British station, and 82 marches 
from Kashmir, which was the nearest point from which he could 
have received medical aid. 

His death was undoubtedly due to his devotion to his work, and, 
occurring as it did under such peculiar circumstances, I. hope that an 
application which I intend to submit, as to some extra pension for the 
widow, will meet with favorable consideration from the Government 
of India. 

Captain Basevi was an officer of rare scientific and general 
attainments, and had devoted himself thoroughly to the work of this 
Department. 

He had done good service in every part of India, from Ladak 
to the southernmost point of the Madras Presidency, one of his special 
charges having been the measurement of the Cape Comorin base line; 
in all, his merits were conspicuous, but the crowning work of his life 
was the taking of the pendulum observations for the whole Continent 
of India. To this most difficult task he devoted a large amount of 
talent and labor, vf which it is hardly possible to convey an adequate 
idea. Commencing at the end of 1865, he pushed on the work with 
such energy that, at the time of his death, he had finished all the 
observing actually required over twenty-six degrees of latitude, with 
the exception of those at Karachi and Aden, which would have given 
hut little trouble. 
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His labors will supply exceedingly valuable data towards solving 
the most interesting and difficult scientific questions as to the ellipti- 
city of the earth and certain variations in the density of its crust. 


Though Captain Basevi was anxious to observe at one other ele¬ 
vated station in Tibet, his work even as regards that portion may be 
considered complete ; but it is much to be regretted that he was* not 
spared to reduce his observations—a task for which he was eminently 
qualified with his accumulated experience of the last seven years. 
The Government of India has deservedly won. a high reputation for 
its contributions to the cause of science, which have been snob as to 
place it in the foremost rank with the most enlightened governments 
of Europe. It is gratifying to think that these last labors of Captain 
Basevi are likely, when reduced and published, to assist in maintain¬ 
ing that high reputation, and possibly to enhance it. 

All proper arrangements will be made to complete what little 
remains to be done in the way of observing, with a view to finally 
reduce and publish the results. These will remain a noble and lasting 
monument of Captain Basevi’s work, sufficient, I think, to establish 
a European reputation, which it is greatly to he regretted he did not 
live to enjoy. 

I have no hesitation in stating that the Government of India 
has sustained a very great loss by the death of such a talented and 
devoted officer as Captain Basevi while in the prime of life. His 
matured experience would have been most valuable, not only in the 
Great Trigonometrical Survey, but in any other department of Govern¬ 
ment to which it might have been applied.

2. The Governor General in Council desires me to express the 
very great regret with which he has heard of this melancholy event. 
His Excellency in Council entirely agrees in your high appreciation 
of Captain Basevi’s merits. The State has lost in him a most able 
and talented officer, whose patient and self-denying labors entitled 
him to the gratitude alike of the Government he served and of the 
world of science to whose interests he devoted himself. His sudden 
death in the prime of life, at a moment when he had nearly completed 
the important series of observations he had been engaged on, and when 
he was about to proceed to England to bring them to a close, and thus, 
it might have been hoped, reap the well-merited reward of years of 
ceaseless toil, is most, deeply to be regretted; and the Government of 
India are most anxious that every endeavor should be made to com¬ 
plete Captain Basevi’s all but finished work, and to publish it in such 
a form as may render it a fitting memorial of his ser vices and their 
appreciation of them.

My Loud, —I have received with feelings of deep regret the 
melancholy news of the death of Captain Basevi, while engaged in the 
completion of the pendulum observations in the Chang Chenmo 
Valley, which had already been announced by telegraph, but the de¬ 
tails of which I have only received with Tour Excellency’s despatch 
dated the 1st of September (No. 12) 1871. 

2. I have caused a copy of Major Montgomerie’s letter to be 
forwarded to the President of the Royal Society, and I shall be pre¬ 
pared to consider any proposals which may hereafter be made by Your 
Excellency’s Government with regard to the suggestions contained in 
it; but in the meanwhile I could not allow a mail to leave England 
without expressing my sense of the great loss which has been sus¬ 
tained by the public service and by science in the death of this 
accomplished and devoted officer. The series of observations which 
Captain Basevi had so nearly completed will form a lasting memorial 
of his services to science, while his previous career had already 
entitled him to rank among the foremost of the distinguished scientific 
officers now serving under Your Excellency’s Government.

My Lord Duke, —It is our painful duty to inform Your Grace of 
the death of the Honorable John Paxton Norman, Officiating Chief 
Justice of the High Court at Calcutta. 
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2. On the morning; of Wednesday the 20th instant, at about 11 
o’clock, Mr. Norman, after alighting from Ms carriage, and while 
ascending the steps of the Town Hall, where the High Court in its 
Original Jurisdiction is at present held, was suddenly stabbed in two 
places, in the chest and abdomen, by a man who is described as being 
a Punjabee Mahomedan. Mr. Norman was immediately removed to 
an adjacent house, where he received prompt medical treatment. 
The wounds, however, proved fatal. He lingered for fourteen hours, 
and expired at twenty minutes past one o’clock the following morning. 

3. We enclose a copy of the telegraphic messages from which 
these particulars have been compiled. 

4. Wo also enclose a copy of the Gazette of India Extra¬ 
ordinary which we caused to he published on receipt of the news of 
the occurrence. Your Grace will observe that we have directed that 
the funeral should be a public one, and that a monument to the 
memory of the deceased should be erected in St. Paul’s Cathedral at 
Calcutta at the public charge. 

5. The assassin, who is said to have been living for the last two 
years at a mosque in Calcutta, is in custody, and we shall inform Your 
Grace of the result of the judicial proceedings that are now being 
instituted, and of any particulars that maybe elicited as to the motives 
that actuated the commisson of the crime, which are at present, how¬ 
ever, unknown. We cannot conclude this despatch without giving 
expression to our profound sorrow for the sad event that has occurred, 
and our high respect for the character of the deceased.

The Governor General in Council has received with deep regret 
official intimation of the death of the Venerable the Archdeacon of 
Calcutta, the Reverend J. H. Pratt, on the 28th ultimo, at Gliazeo- 
pore, in the North- Western Provinces. 

The Governor General in Council cannot allow the death of 
Archdeacon Pratt to pass unnoticed by the Government which he 
served so long and so well. 

Mr. Pratt entered the service in the year 1838, and was appoint¬ 
ed Archdeacon of Calcutta by the late .Bishop Wilson on the 6th 
October 1849. 

Under the ordinary rules of the service Mr. Pratt would have 
retired in October 1867, but so efficiently had lie filled his high office 
in the Church that he was solicited by Government, with the full 
approval of Her Majesty’s Secretary of State, to continue to hold it. 

In adopting this course the Government was moved not only by 
its own appreciation of the Archdeacon’s services, but by the strong 
recommendation of the late Bishop Cotton, who bore testimony to 
Archdeacon Pratt’s eminent scientific attainments and university 
distinctions, to the active part which he had taken in the management 
of the diocese and in the promotion of all good works, and to his per¬ 
sonal piety and high Christian character. 

At a later date Her Majesty’s Secretary of State, in sanctioning 
the retention of Archdeacon Pratt in the service until October 1872, 
remarked—“ I cannot refrain from expressing the high sense I enter¬ 
tain, in common with the present Bishop of Calcutta, the Lieutenant- 
Governor of Bengal, and Your Excellency in Council, of the zeal 
and ability with which he has for so many years faithfully and 
laboriously discharged the duties of his office.” 

The Governor General in Council feels assured that the death of 
the Venerable Archdeacon will be mourned by the entire Christian 
community in India.

My Lord Duke,—T he telegraph has conveyed to Your Grace 
intelligence of the great calamity that has overtaken the country. No 
words of ours could add to the sense which we are aware Your Grace 
must entertain of the gravity of this melancholy event, or could 
adequately express our own feelings. 

2. We enclose a copy of the Notification* by which we have

3. We also enclose a copy of the Extra Supplement to the 
Gazette of India , dated February 13th, which contains a statement 
of facts relating to the lamented death of the late Viceroy. We shall 
forward an account of the trial of the assassin when we receive 
an official report of it, with any further particulars which may come 
to our knowledge. The accompanying telegram from the Commis¬ 
sioner of Pehawur gives all the particulars known of the assassin.

From—The- Secretary of State for India, London. 

To—The Acting Governor General of India, Calcutta. 

I have learnt with the deepest grief that His Excellency the 
Earl of Mayo, Viceroy and Governor General of India, was on 
the 8th instant assassinated by a convict at Port Blair in the 
Andaman Islands, whilst His Lordship was on an official visit of 
inspection to the convict establishment there. In this calamitous 
event Her Majesty’s Government has to deplore the loss, in the 
prime of life and in the midst of his career, of a statesman whose 
faithful and laborious discharge of the duties of lus great office was 
animated by the warmest loyalty to bis Sovereign, by constant devotion 
to the interests of her Indian subjects, and by a sincere desire to 
conduct with justice and consideration the relations of the Queen’s 
Government with the Native Princes and States of India. Lord 
Mayo’s exertions for these ends have been marked with great success, 
and have not been surpassed by the most zealous labours of any of 
his most distinguished predecessors at the head of the Government 
of India. The painful impression produced by this most melancholy 
catastrophe is so fresh, and my information relating to it so scanty, 
that I confine this despatch to an expression of the deep sorrow felt 
by my colleagues in the Council of India aud by myself at the loss 
of this eminent public servant.

by the 13th Native Infantry, and concluded by the Detachment 10th 
Native Infantry. 

“ A wing of the 107th Regiment with Band and Colors, under 
command of a Field Officer, will be drawn up facing the Grand Stair¬ 
case of Government House to receive His Excellency on arrival.
